Chicago. Xov. 3.—Dr. J. A. Bowie's 


successor in Zion does not intend to 
follow out the^ policies of the founder 
of the Christian Catholic church. The 
new head of Zion, Wilbur Glenn Voli- 
va, says he will have the greatest re- 
ligious colony in the world, a plan for 
which he outlined to some of his 
followers at Keuosha. 


In the announcement that he would 


build a n^jsv Zion, Voliva said: "My 
policies will be as different'from those 
of John Alexander Dowie as day is 
different from night 
The first com- 


mand to be observed in the new city 
will he absolute freedom from debt. 
.Veilher Zion nor a man in Zion shall 
owe a cent. IT is ray plan to estab- 
lish colonies where the homeless and 
friendless shall be cared for. I shall 
have a trace of thousands of acres of 
land to which I shall be able to invite 
the homeless of the world and ask 
them to take 20-acre tracts and earn 
an honest living. It will he my plan 
to build factories for the workingmen 
and to go down and work with them. 
I shall do away with the aristocratic 
circle that has grown up in Zion and 
all shall be of equal standing." 


Voliva declared that he has no use 


for orthodox churches. "If churches of 
the day," he said, ''represent the mod- 
ern religion, I will take the platform 
as an infidel and smash them." 


GERMAN FRONTIER 


Continues to Be the Zone of Active 


Espionage by France. 


Paris, Xoy. 5.^—Two recent cases of 


espionage attracted more or less at- 
tention here. 
A woman of Toulon, 


suspected of being a spy in the em- 
ploy of a foreign power, was convicted 
last week on the testimony of a sailor, 
who swore she tried to bribe him to 
steal plans of fortifications and sub- 
marine vessels. The other is Gaston 
JIaitrugtie, an artillery leservist, who 
was arrested at ileaux for a trifling 
offense. "When searched the firing in- 
structions for the French army and 
tracings of drawing of the mechanism 
of siege, fieJd and other guns were 
found in his possession. Maitrttgue 
claims that he is simply interested in 
(he question of armaments generally, 
but appearances are against him. His 
case is still pending as, generally 
speaking, cases of espionage are not 
but the appearances are against him. 
Arrests of suspects, particularly on 
the German frontier, take place con- 
stantly, and are exploited by a section 
of the French press as proof of the 
warlike designs of Germany.
